It has been decided that the 
Indian census to be held in 1951 
should provide a clear picture of 
conditions and means of live- 
Yihood of every person jn the 
country, : 

For this purpose an cnumerator 
will cliclt answers to four ques- 
tions relating to economic status 
and the ‘principal and secondary 
means of ‘ivellhood of persons. 
He ‘vill also record whether a 
person is self supporting, an carne 
ing dependant or a non-carning 
dependant. 3 

More than 1,400 million econo- 
mie facts will thus be collected 
by about a millfon enumerators 
on 350 million census slips after 
visiting nearly: 64 million housc- 
holds. ' 

Another important departure 
{rom previous census practice 
wlll be the classification of peo- 
ple. according to the livelihood 
and class to which they. belong, 
and not. according to thelr com- 
munity or caste.

It's always been’ said ‘of 
Australia that she rides to 
economic success on the 
‘sheep's back — meaning, of 
course, that the wool industry 
-jg the backbone of the ‘coun- 
try’s economy. 

‘these days {t's a wild rough 
ride, almost into the stratosphere. 
Last season's wool sales were the 
best cver, but when the current 
sales opened in Sydney prices 
jumped 40 to 50 per cent above 
the closing rates of Inst season 
and: everyone but the graziers 
themselves ds going about with 
mouths hanging open in ‘amuze- 
ment, 

Brokers and buyers say these 
were the most remarkable open- 
ing sales ever and if the prices 
are maintained (and there secms 
no indication that they won't be) 
the clip will be worth £400,000,- 
000 compared swith £ 286,000,000 
for last year. ¢ 

‘Ag an Indication of what's hap- 
pened, wool similar to that which 
brought 66d 1 Ib-all August 1049 
and 114d a Ib in June 1950, 
brought 16844 dat the opening of 
the. current sales, * A Sydney re- 
cord of 183%d a Ib was establish 
ed for one lot. . 

It all sounds wonderful, but it's 
causing a lot of worry. In the 
first place It is considered that 
this diversion of so much money 

‘to the graziers, a relatlvely small 
section of the community, will 
inerease thelr spending power and 
spur on inflation, which rently 
doesn't need much spurring.

“THE NEW. 
FORBIDDEN CITY 


Those who have: lived long 
‘among the Chinese people, 
and got to like them, have one 
fear above alt others. It is 
that. they will be changed — 
changed out of recognition, 
and not for the better, changed 
as the Russians have been. 
An hour or so before we began 
to’ write this, two published 
Items came to. our notice. 
They were printed, in London, 
within a few days of each 
other, in periodicals .so dif- 
ferent as “Punch” and “The 
Listener.” The first, spread 
over two full pages, and 
adorned with pictures .sym- 
bolic of the baste verities of 
Chinese life and its ageless- 
ness, is a poem in free verse 
entitled “The Civilised.” It 
expresses both the anguish 
and the uprooting of these 
years, and the unconquerable 
endurance and simple philo- 
sophy of the man of the soil 
over whom the storms’of cen- 
turies have broken in vain. 

The other is a summary of 
a BBC Third Programme 
broadcast by Mr. C, P. Fitz- 
Gerald, whose books on China 
are widely known. He passed 
through here: two or three 
months ago on his. way from 
Peking to London., He says 
that the strong, united and 
independent China for which 
the Western ‘statesmen used 
to sigh has come to pass. No 
doubt, he says, it is a very 
regrettable thing that the 
Government which brought it 


| about should be a Communist 


Government; many Chinese 
Would” have far” preferred to 
sce the country saved from 
civil war and misrule by .a 
democratic regime ‘modelled 
on American or Western 
European lines. But since 
the people of China had never 
known a regime of political 
democracy they did not find

Tibet is a country which slum- 
bers peacefully while events 
overtake it, Ringed by Communist 
troops on three sides, bounded by 
neutral India on the other, It is

No attempt is made to hide the 
Reds’ war preparations, Russian- 
trained parsehutists are grouped 
at neighbouring airflelds, ond 
Communlst troops carry out bate 
tle manoeuvres in this fronticr 
war of nerves. 


What is the Communist case? 
They claim that Tibet is ao part 
of China. Yet, since the Chinese 
Revolution of 1912 all connection 
between Lhasa and Peking has 
been broken and the Tibetans 
have enjoyed complete. autonomy. 

Yet history shows that the 
Chinese have always sought to 
dominate Tibet whenever they 
felt strong cnough. The two coune 
tries hnve been more closely as- 
sociated’ than, say, Indian and

.quently tried to open negotiations 
with Tibet, but failed cadh tlme 
because of Chinese opposition in 
Lhasa. eed 


The threat of Russtan imperia~' 
lism at the turn of the century 
finally declded Levd Curzon, then 
Viceroy of India, to bring the 
‘Tibetans to terms. A British ,ex- 
pedition’sctout from’ Sikkim ~and 
fought its way to Lhasa, The 
Dalal Lame fled to China, hoping 
for succour, and was brought 
back after the British left by 
Chinese forces, *

Retirjng commissioner 

When Mr. William Shil-” 
lingford, the Commissioner ° 
of Prisons, leaves his post on 
retirement at the end of this 
month, he will conclude an 


exceptional career in the 


Colonial prison service. 

In 1027 he was offered the post 
of Director of Prisons and Ingpec- 
tor of Industrial Schools and Re-~ 
formatorics in ‘Jamalcn, cven 
though he had had no experience 
He remained 
in the Brithsh West Indles for 10 
years before being posted to Hong 
Kong In 1946.. 

.He js leaving the Colony on 
September 28 on the, Carthnge :to 
retire to Itcland, the birthplace 


.of Mrs, Shillingford. 


Mr, Shillingford told me In an 
Interview at his office the other 
day that his. interest {n prison 
work grew with the years, but 
from youth his main concern was 
to become a veterinary surgeon, 
cout of a profound affection for 
dogs and horses. : 

He was born at Bicester, In Ox- 
After Reading 
College and Berkampstend School 
—one of England’s very old

schools—he decided that his father 
was not in o financial position tor 
paysfor his four-year course. 

ile had to carn his living, and 
he learned how to combine com- 
mercial education with the need 
to provide for himself. i 

Mr, Shillingford’s first job was 
In a printing company, but while 
he worked at this (for him) alien 
occupation, retained his ambition 
to supervise the health of animals, 
by studying veterinary work in 
private. In his spare time he at- 
{ended schools for horses, getting 
the knack of teaching them how 
to jump, and how to hunt. He 
nlso looked after the pets of his 
friends, just to keep contact with 
his main, Interest. 

In February 1910 he Joined the 
Hertfordshire yeomanry. When 
the first world war broke out he 
was mobilised. After approximatc- 
ly one month in training camp he 
Jeft with his unit for the Middle

in Egypt. ; : 

This did not last long, and in 
February 1915 his unit took part 
in repelling an attack by the 
Turks on the Suez Canal, This 
was followed by still more active 
service at Gallipoli, and after 
Gallipoli in the Western Desert 
against the Senussi tribes. 

Mr, Shillingford collected’ five 
wounds and was twice mentioned 
in despatches during the first 
world war.

He did so,’ and 
was appointed in September of 
that yenr, this being his first con- 
nection with prison work, a 

‘In September 1927 he was offer~ 
edt the post of Dircctor of Prisons 
and Inspector’ of Industrial 
Schools -and Reformatories in 
Jamaicn, As he had no practical 
experience of prisons apart from 
Borstal--which 1s for adolcacents 
he did not feel competent for 
the post and declined it. 

The offer was repeatea with 
the helpful condition that he 
could go to-the Colonial Service 
on a seconded basis/ retaining: his 
‘substantive position and sentority 
in tle whole service, On this 
condition he uccepted, and wad 
given a roving: commission of 
sipernumenary governor to gain, 
practical knowledge in the Lorton 
prisons. ° a

At the enu of three years, by 
inutual consent, he transferred to 
the Colonial Prison Service. 

Some events, including prison 
tlots in Jamaica’ between 1926 
and 1928, had resulted In the 
retirement or removal of most of 
the senior officers of the service, 
and his first job was to bulld up 
o staff, . : 

Atter much trial and error ha 
managed to ‘do this with 99 per 
cent local men, and -recalling this 
to me In our talk, he said: “I hava 
no hesitatfon in saying that no 
prison staff in the world, could 
in times of cmergency. have 
Shown) greater + efficiency and 
loyalty than these men did.” 

Ife worked with them for morc 
than in yeurs, during which ho 
was twice offered better-paying 
jobs in other colonics, and twice 
rejected them, Jamaica gained his 
{ull interest. He worked on ths 
principle of intimacy with pri- 
soners, and 60 successful was this 
policy that once during a strike 
of warders he together with 22 
volunteers superviscd nearly 1,800 
prisoners, none of whom enter- 
tained any thought of taking the 
opportunity to escape, which they. 
could cuslly. have.done. oi 

In 1946 Mr. Shillingford war 
posted to. Hong Kong, «a move 
which he suya has added to his 
experience and gained for him 
many official, «= and unoMectal 
friends. ~ 

Again his first job was to build 
up a ‘staff for the Hong Kong 
prisens, which were badly de« 
pleted during the “Japanese 0c- 
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cupation. There wis a fourldation, 
of pre-war officers, and later a 
fow of the pre-war Indlun war- 
ders returned to duty after thelr 
recuperation joave. A 

And again one of his aims was 
to increare the proportion of local 
personnel. 

Te do this presented many 
diMculties, most af which he sub- 
sequently overcame. g 

He {s retiring from the rervics 
after only three years in Hong 
Kong, and_leaves behind him a 
warder staff which, exeent for tho 
58° pre-war Indians, is ° entirely 
camposed of Iccal people. ele 

When I told. Mr. Shillingtord 
{hat it is somewhat unusual for o 
man’s whele career to be the head 
of a Department, he replied thas 
it is indeed rare, He never rose 
from the ranks; for 23 ,yeors -ho 
hag been Commissioner of Prisons 
only. : 
Two decades of this supervisory 
work has convinced him that tha 
personal touch between commis- 
sioner anrl prisoners is very im- 
portant. He docs not regard pri- 
gous mercly as houses of deten- 

they do not fulfil their 
if Inmates leave them 
without contrition in their heartd. 

Thee police arrest, the court 
sentences, the prison should e:fect 
correction: The best way to 
achieve this is for the cstablish- 
ment of {a personal relationship. 
between warders and their 
charges. For this reason Mr. Shill- 
ingford deplores the fact that 
lack of knowledge of Cantonesct 
has prevented him trom putting 
this theory to practice while here. 
“he Shillingfords are golng to 
spend six months in > England, 
before sctiing down permanently 
in Ireland. 

The retiring commissioner is a 
tall, broad, white-halred man. 
He {!s_ kindly and sympathetic, 


and looks more like o mission , 


ary than a prison chief;- perhaps 
because according to his own 
philosophy his mission in Mfe 
act@ally consists of raving stray- 
ing , souls. : 

He hits not become hardened 
because of too much contact with 
criminals; rather a disposition 
has grown to regard them less 
ns criminals than people wht 
have surrendered to impulses, - 

I gained the impression from 
my talk with Mr, Shillingtord 
that he belicves all things are 
possible to human nature, There 
{s no visible line between sanity 
ond insanity, and.in every man's 
life, no matter what his training 
or ‘traditions, there js a moment 
when he fs vulnerable to the 
worst impulses, The moment 
may pass, defeated in its in- 
sidious opportunity, but the mo- 
ment'can occur The highest and 
the ~proudest intelicct is not 


the case of Mr. 
Shillingford, all who have had 
occasion to examine the springs 
of men's acts and interests 
know this, It is not a depraved 
view of human. society, it is ay 
view that comprchends the. peril- 
ous balance of the mind.
